- An effort to induce Judge Zachritz to with- 
| draw from the contest for the Republican 
nomination for the mayoralty was made 
Friday morning by a committee consisting 
of Mayor Ziegenhein, Nathan Frank, Louis 
P. Aloe and John B. Owen. 

The four men named, with Edgar 
_Mepham, called on Judge Zachritz shortly 
before noon Friday in‘his office in the Lin- 
coln Trust building, and for a half hour 
pleas, arguments and threats were used in 
the effort to persuade him that his own 
interests and those of the Republican party 
demanded his withdrawal. 

At the end of the conference, when the 
‘Visitors had left his office, Judge Zachritz 
declared to the Post-Dispatch that he had 
refused to withdraw his candidacy. 

“I will not withdraw from the race at 
anyone’s request,’’ said the judge, imme- 
diately after Mayor Ziegenhein, who had 
made the most earnest plea with his for- 
mer political associate, had left the office. 

The committee was delegated to call on 
Jugige Zachritz by the caucus in session at 
the St. Nicholas Hotel, and Judge Zach- 
ritz’s refusal to abandon the mayoralty 
contest was reported to that body. 

At noon Friday it was stated that George 
W. Parker, former president of the Cairo 
Short Line, would be a candidate for mayor, 
provided Zachritz and other candidates 
could be induced to withdraw. The call of 
the committee on Judge Zachritz was the 
immediate result of this decision. 

The interview in Judge Zachritz’s office 
was a stormy one. Mayor Ziegenhein began 
the argument for the candidate’s with- 
drawal, addressing him in familiar terms as 
‘“Billy.”” The judge's replies were in sharp, 
incisive tones, and Nathan Frank and the 
other visitors joined the mayor’s persuasive 
efforts.

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—A murder believed 
to have been the result of a vendetta was 
committed near Grand and Milwaukee ave- 
nues, this city, last night. Salvatore Gio- 
vanni was found shot through the heart, 
with G@rlo Battista, who recently arrived 
from New York, standing over him, Bat- 
tista says he and the murdered man were 
warm friends and that while on the way 
to Giovanni’s home they were attacked by 
three men. “Battista was not injured, but 
carried a revolver which had not been fired. 
In the dead man’s coat pocket, however, 
was a revolver from which three shots had 
been fired, j 

This mystifies the police, since Giovannl’s 
wound would have prevented him from “3 
storing the weapon to a place of conceai- 
ment. In his pockets also were many — 
terfeit coins. Giovanni, one of the eg 
nent Italians in Chicago, was a member 0 
several secret societies and came here from 
New York three years ago. 
The police are of the belief that he wa 
the victim of the dreaded Mafia and hol 
that he was murdered with the weapon 
found on him. Battista is being held pend- 
ing investigation. 

Within five hours after the murder the 
police raided a-house at 141 Milton avenue 
and arrested nine Italians, said to be sym- 
pathizers of the Chicago branch of the 
Mafia society. The persons arrested are: 
Dominic Catalan, Nofel Philip, Rafael Lit- 
ta, Capalna Makea, Malkri Erna, John 
Ronte, Simon Rafael, Tony Spargno, Joseph 
Mariso. 

One of the men arrested in Milton ave- 
nue, Joseph Mariso, was suffering from a 
severe bullet wound in the mouth and he 
was taken to the county hospital. It is be- 
lieved by the police that Giovanni was lured 
from his home to the place of ambush and 
that he was there set upon. 

When the raid was made on the house in 
Milton avenue the nine men were found 
huddled in a small room. In one room were 
found numerous dirks, stilettos and revol- 
vers. 

It is believed by the police that the mur- 
der may have been prompted by revenge 
on account of some old feud. A matter that

North St. Louis Improvement Associa- 
tion Contemplates the Purchase 
of the Bridge by Popular 
Subscription. 


According to the present plan of its pro- 
moters the third bridge will be located be- 
tween the Eads bridge and the Merchants’ 
bridge, probably at the foot of Mullanphy 
street. 

‘The ‘Rodenberg bill, granting a franchise 
for “the construction and operation of a 
third bridge across the Mississippi river be- 
tween St. Louis and East St. Louis, vas 
passed late Thursday afternoon by the 
United States Senate and was sent imme- 
diately to President McKinley, who, it is 
expeoted, will affix his signature to it be- 
fore the end of the week. 

J. W. Van. Cleave, first vice-president 
of the St. Louis Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, which has been active in the move- 
ment, said to the Post-Dispatch Friday: 

“It is agreed in third bridge councils that 
the foot of Mullanphy street is the most 
desirable place for the St. Louis approach 
and I think it will be located there if the 
necessary property can be procured at a 
reasonable price.” 

J. H. Gundlach of the North St. Louis 
Improvement Association, which has 
worked energetically for the passage of the 
bill, said to the Post-Dispatch: : 

“The work on the new bridge will begin in 
a short time. The capital is accessible, and 
the St. Louis and Illinois Bridge Co. has 
been incorporated to build and operate it 
This is a private company and will con- 
tinue to be one-unless the people of St. 
Louis elect to buy. it by a popular subscrip- 
tion and make @ free bridge of this. The 
North St. Louis Improvement Association 
is contemplating a movement of this kind. 

“But even if the bridge should remain in 
the control of a private company and be 
subsequently absorbed by its competitor, 
the public will nevertheless be assured of a 
great reduction of rates. The maximum 
rate that can*be charged on the bridge is 
fixed by the bill, and can never be raised.

COUNSEL’S SHREWD QUESTIONS 


DRAWS OUT ADMISSIONS DESPITE 
RULING OF COURT. 


Owing to the Illness of One of the 
Jurors No Testimony Was Taker 
in the Trial Friday 
Forenoon. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEKIN, Ill, Feb. 22.—Despite the ruling 
of the court against the introduction-of tes- 
timony bearing on the peculiar rites of the 
Amish church, the eounsel for Samuel Mo- 
ser, on trial for the murder of his wife and 
children, has managed to place before the 
jury many facts to show that the defend- 
ant’s crime was in his own belief at least 
due his ostracism by the members of his 
retigious faith. 

This has been very skillfully 
Moser’s lawyer, Mr. Green. 

Edward W. Palmer, the police officer at 
Salt Lake City, testified to finding Moser 
and taking him to his room, where when 
questioned by the officer he pointed to a 
number of letters on a table and asked that 
they be read. The policemen tore fhem 
open and for the first time found the pris- 
oner was Moser. He could scarcely believe 
it. The letters addressed to different par- 
ties all detailed the crime, and stated that 
the New Amish church was responsible for 
all his trouble. Mr. Palmer identified these 
letters ayd they were offered in evidence. 

This was just what Mr. Green, the attor- 
ney for the defense, wanted, for they paved 
the way for the introduction of evidence 
that Moser ecomniitted the crime while tem- 
porarily insane’a@s a result of persecution 
py the Amish church. The state has fought 
ever since the commencement of the, trial 
against the introduction of evidence con- 
necting the New Amish religion with the 
crime, and it was not until the letters had 
been offered by the state, in which Moser 
himself laid his troubles at their door, that 
the judge permitted evidence of this char- 
acter to be introduced, since which time 
the most has been made of it. 

On cross-examination Mr. Green endeav- 
ored to bring out the fact that Moser ha: 
the appearance of a person mentally dis- 
and after the most strenuous ob- 
jections on the part of state counsel the 
witness was permitted to describe Moser’s 
appearance and the impression made upon 
him. He said that Moser acted ‘peculiar, 
odd,’ ‘“‘different from other folks; that he 
did not converse intelligently, but replied 
to questions in monosyllables, sat staring 
without 
to be irrational. Moser was dripping wet 
when he accosted the officer, and his head 
bleeding from ae giancing revolver 
wound on the temple. He told the officer 
that he did not wish to die in a community) 
where the Amish church was. He told of 
the Jordan River to kill himself. 
and of his futile attempt at suicide, but his 
story was hardly credited by Palmer, who 
have’ believed the man to be de- 
mented.

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ESSENTIALS OF A GOOD ELECTION LAW. 


It is not sufficient for the State Legislature to cut off only 
the three days opportunity for registration at the City Hall 
just before the election; nor to curtail the powers of the dep- 
uty election commissioner; nor to make other minor changes 
in the Nesbit law which do not take away the opportunities for 
fraud offered by City Hall registration and the failure to pro- 
vide for the pwblicatron of registration lists. : 

The essence of a good election law lies in precinet registra- 
tion and the posting of the registration lists in each pre- 
cinct in ample time before the election for the detection of 
frauds. When the registration lists can be read by the yoters 
of the precinct the opportunities for fraud are reduced to a 
minimum. Another essential is a fair representation of the 
parties in the list of judges.and clerks. 

With these provisions there cannot be extensive frauds in 
elections. Without them the fraud is limited ‘solely by the 
scruples of the election officers,

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DON'T OUTRAGE THE PUBLIC. 


A witness before the Industrial Commission the other day 
observed that “It is always wise to see that the pubhic is not 
too much outraged,” 

This is wise advice for the gentlemen who eliminate com- 
petition by means of “community of interest,” which, being 
translated, is, organize a monopoly. 

The railroad combine has already shown what the monopoly 
can do. Whether the monopolists will heed the public Or 
consider only their own profit remains to be seen. But there 
is no reason to suppose that they will hesitate to outrage the 
public if it pays. It is always wise to do anything, if it pays, 
is it not? , 

That seems to be the trust logic. But not even the power 
of the Morgan-Rockefeller syndicate can stand against an 
outraged péople. Government ownership is now gravely 
discussed in quarters where six months ago it wag viewed as 
an impractical humbug.

Congressmen Show How We 
Are Aiding Great Britain. 


CRUSHING LITTLE REPUBLICS 


OUR HARBORS USED AS RENDEZ- 
VOUZ FOR ENGLISH AGENTS. 


Horses, Mules and Other Supplies 


Often Shipped Direct to British 
Commander in South Africa 
Regardless of Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The question of 
whether or not the neutrality laws gre bo- 
ing violated by the British Government in 
buying mules at New Orleans, has been ar- 
gued on the floor of the House. Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald began the discussion 
by moving for an appropriation of $5000 for 
entertaining President Kruger of the Trans- 
vaal republic. This was ruled out, but it 
opened the way for discussion, and Mr. 
Fitzgerald and Representative Cochran, of 
Missouri, quickly took advantage of it. 
Representative Cochran reviewed the 


efforts of American merchants to send food 
supplies to Boe’s and of their subsequent 
seizure by British men of war in Delagoa 
Bay. In discussing it he said in part: 

In the course of this great war in which 

these small republics have measured arms 
with the greatest empire of the earth the 
truth is that every harbor available for 
the purpose in this country has been a 
rendezvous for the purchasing agents of 
the British empire, and the goods purchased 
and sent direct have beén shipped ght d 
to military commanders, in many cases 
have been purchase by commissioned 
officers of the British Government, and it 
has been known by every officer of this 
government throughout the history of these 
disgraceful transactions that we were vio- 
lating the laws of neutrality and becom- 
ing a commissary department for the 
British empire. ; 
“When the history of the trageby being 
enacted in South Africa has been written 
for the first time in the annals of all mod- 
ern times it will be said that the two re- 
publics were absolutely wiped out as a 
matter of spoliation and robbery without 
&@ single enlightened government authori- 
tatively lifting up its voice in protest or 
offering its good offices to ~— the hand 
of violence. And especially will it be said 
that for the iirst time in such a situation 
this republic was dumb and blind when the 
awful tragedy was being enacted.’’ 
Mr. Fitzgerald closed the debate in a two- 
minute speech. He was frequently inter- 
rupted by Republican members who de- 
se to spoil the effect of what he was say- 
ng. 

He charged that the secretary of state 

is in league with the British government 
in the efforts of that government to crush 
out the Boer republics. 
“Tt charge that all through the struggle,”’ 
said he, “of the Boer republics with the 
British empire, that the offices of the state 
department have been used to favor and 
advance the cause and wishes of the Brit- 
ish government.”
